Known as “the my-tery 
Europe’ and the richest man on the 
continent, Sir Basil's fondest dream 
the romance of almost a lifetime—was 
shattered with the death of his wife 
in 1926 just 18 months after their 
marriage. 

Lady Zaharoff died 
pneumonia. She had met 
when both were in the 
and when she was the 
Villafranca. When she was 55 
old and when gray showed in her dark 
hair the Duke of Villafranca died and 
she merried Sir Basil soon afterward.

Barly in 1929 the Fourth National 
Associates, owned by the shareholders 
of the Fourth National bank, was 
formed for the purpose of acquiring 
stockholding interests in banking in- 
stitutions in the southeast outside of 
Atlanta. Since that time the Fourth 
National Associates have acquired 
major stockholding interests in the 
National Exchange bank, Augusta; 
the Fourth National bank, Columbus, 
and the First National bank of Rome. 
These institutions being thus closely 
affiliated with the Fourth National 
bank of Atlanta make up a banking 
group with aggregate resources total- 
ing more than $55,000, 

Also affiliated with the 
tional, being in fact owned by its 
shareholders, is the Fourth National 
Company, which handles the invest- 
ment security business of the bank and 
which operates offices also at Colum- 
bus, Ga., and Augusta, Ga.

Oldest Southern Charter. 

The distinction of being the first 
financial institution in the cotton 
states to be awarded a charter as a 
national bank is held by the Atlanta 
National bank, which subsequently 
was combined with the Lowry as the 
Atlanta & Lowry National bank. It 
was shortly after passage of the na- 
;tional bank act by congress at close 
‘of the Civil War that the local insti- 
ltution made application for a char- 
ter. On December 19, 1865, with cap- 
ital stock of $100,000, the Atlanta 
National bank received its charter and 
opened for business. : 

Alfred Austell was elected presi- 
dent: W. H. Tuller, cashier, and Paul 
Romare, bookkeeper. This completed 
the entire gctive working force of the 
bank. At that time the directors were 
Alfred Austell, Miles G. Dobbins, John 
H. James, W. R. Phillips and Jesse 
McLendon. . 

Pending the rebuilding of its pros- 
pective home on the south side of. Ala- 
bama street, between Whitehall and 
Pryor, the bank opened for business 
in the home of General Alfred Aus- 
tell, on Marietta street, which is the 
present site of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta. : 

General Austell continued as presi- 
dent until his death in 1881 and was 
succeeded by James Swann. On May 
1, 1903, President Swann died and 
was succeeded by Paul Romare as 
president. Mr. Romare died on Feb- 
ruary &, 1904, and Charles E. Currier 
was clected president. 

Bought American National. 

In 1916 the Atlanta National bank 
purchased the American National 
bank and Robert F. Maddox was elect- 
ed president. In 1924 the Atlanta 
National bank was combined with 
the Lowry Bank & Trust Company 
of Georgia, of which Thomas K. Glenn 
was president. Robert F. Maddox 
elected chairman of the board 
land Mr. Glenn .was elected president 
of the combined institution.

We are asking business concerns 
to contribute one-half to one per cent 
of their payrolls; individuals with 
incomes under $5,000 are asked to 
give one-half to one per cent; those 
whose incomes are from $5,000 to 
to $10,000 are asked for between 
one and two per cent; those who 
have incomes between $10,000 and 
$25,000 are asked to contribute be- 
tween two and three per cent, and 
those who have incomes of $25,000 
or more are asked to contribute 
three per cent.

Why They Do Not Assert Themselves. 


Last year it is fairly certain that 
every negro qualified voter in Georgia 
voted for Hoover and Curtis electors. 
The votes cast for the Hoover electors 
and the anti-Smith-Hoover _ electors 
were separately and fully returned to 
the secretary of state. No complaint 
has been registered from any section 
of the state that negro voters were 
intimidated and bulldozed away from 
the polls.

of the present-day road building is 
seen by H. H. Franklin, president of 
the F ranklin Automobile Company of

Two very recent items in the news de- 
seribe a congress of middle aged “reform- 
ers” in London listening to pleas for free 
love and eugenic mating and an organiza- 
tion of young people in Italy banding to- 
gether to protect a fairly conservative in- 
stitution, the Catholic Church. Without 
pausing to comment on these facts I think 
it may fairly be said: “Why not ask youth 
the direct question?—‘Are you really in re- 
volt in large numbers against the estab- 
lished customs and institutions of today? 
If so, which ones have aroused your par- 
ticular resentment? 

The older generation has given us an- 
swers to these questions in great detail. 
Their replies have come in ceaseless and 
increasing flood. from platform, press and 
microphone. In universities the prebiem 
has even been organized and standardized 
into courses which go under such names 
as “social pathology,” “social problems” and 
the. like, but, except in isolated instances, 
youth has seldom been allowed to speak for 
itself. What it really thinks and feels, and 
how deeply it feels, have been mainly con- 
jecture. 

For this reason we recently decided, at 
New York university, to try to throw a lit- 
tle light on the revolt of youth—if it ex- 
isted—by the direct method of asking a 
group of young people to give us frankly 
their reactions to the way their elders are 
running the world; to probe the matter by 
a questionnaire. Being fully aware of the 
shortcoming and limitation of the ques- 
tionnaire method, we used all our ingenuity 
in framing the questions and in present- 
ing them to the young people. Ne papers, 
we announced, were to be signed, and if 
any chanced to be, they would be thrown 
out; this was to prevent a possible tempta- 
tion to “impress the professor.” The fol- 
lowing introductory statement was then 
handed out: 

“It is rather generally agreed that the 
present is a period of grave dissatisfaction; 
that ‘everywhere everything in the present 
social order is being challenged,’ and that 
the younger generation is in revolt and no 
longer willing to abide by the 
older arrangements and regula- 
tions. 


“Assuming this te be true, we of

As a feeler to discover their general at- 
titude the following four specific state- 


ments about America were submitted to 
them, and each was asked to check the 
statement which came the nearest to rep- 
resenting his opinion: _ 

1. No country has had so few faults, 
made as much progress or faces such & 
brilliant future as ours. 

2. Whatever its faults may be, we live 
in the best country on the face of the 
earth. 

3. American civilization is having pretty 
much the same experience as those which 
have preceded it. 

4. America is going to the dogs. 

At the same time the following six gen- 
eral statements about the social order were 
presented to the students, again with the 
request that they check the statement that 
best expressed their feeling: 

2. The present social order is entirely 
satisfactory in so far as I am concerned, 

3. While I have no particular dissatisfac- 
tion with the deal which society has given 
me, I do feel that society is not giving a 
square deal to many others. 

4. While social conditions are not pes- 
fect, I do not expect them to be and do 
not feel particularly pessimistic over the 
future of society. 

5. The social situation is sufficiently 
acute to warrant careful consideration, but 
is far from hopeiess. 

6. The social situation is so acute that 
we are faced with the alternative of either 
drastic social reform or social regress. 

It will be noted that the statements 
started with an attitude of happy com- 
placency with the existing state of affairs 
and ended in a vein of deep pessimism. 

What did this preliminary test show us 
of “youth in revolt”? To begin with the 
statements about the state of affairs in 
this country, only 4 of the 150 felt that 
America was “going to the dogs,” but there 
were fifteen who felt lyric in her praise 
and believed that “no country had had s0 
few faults, made such progress, or faces 
such a brilliant future.” 

Considering the general points of view, 
we found sixteen students who were com- 
pletely complacent about the world as they 
found it, eighty-two who did not think it 
was perfect but were not: at all worried 
about it, and only fifty-two revolters ‘in 
a group two-thirds of which were Jewish).

Of these last fifty-two, forty-eight, or al- 
most all, felt that the situation was far 
from hopeless. Is this a picture of young 
America challenging “everything, 

where in the present social order’? 

Another interesting side revelation from 
this particular group of questions was that 
the men were apparently more conservative 
than the women. The women veered away 
away from proposition 4, which represents 
a fairly feeble attitude, whereas the men 
gave it their largest vote. Then more wom- 
en than men believed that “the social situa- 
tion is sufficiently acute to warrant care- 
ful consideration.” 

After the general statements the group 
was asked seventeen specific questions. 
They were asked to give “yes” and “no” 
answers, but the detailed tabulation of their 
answers is not included in this article be- 
cause of lack of space. What is more im- 
portant is the general trend and interpre- 
tation of the figures, and that I shall try 


every- 


to give. Each of these supplementary prop- — 


Ositions represented some commonly heard 
and more or less radical attitude: to what 
extent were they the attitudes of this group 
of young people? 

In its answer to the first three ques- 
tions, if at all, the younger generation 
should have shown its colors. 

1. Do you feel hampered in self expres- 
sion? 

2. Do you chafe under the present social 
regulation of your personal conduct with 
members of the opposite sex? 

3. Do you feel that society, in the reg- 
ulation of conduct in general, is hopeless- 
ly behind the times and overly prudish. 

With this chance to air their grievances, 
nearly 15 per cent of the group expressed 
no opinion at all, and the rest were very 
evenly divided between criticism of society 
as it affects themselves and complacent 
acceptance of its restrictions. 

The next six questions had to do with 
success, mainiy economic, and ranged from 
the optimistic statement that “in America 
every man who really has the ‘stuff in him’ 
can get to the top if he will,” to the dis- 
tinctly pessimistic attitude that “America 
is a nation of ‘money grubbers’ and se- 
riously lacking in spiritual values.” 

Here again we had no marked revolt 
against the economic order, no swelling 
chorus of soap-box orators telling us that 
everything is all wrong. Here again about 
the same, percentage as before seemed to 
have no opinion at all, and the rest were 
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about equally willing to admit that pow 
erty is a necessary evil and were uncon- 
vymeced that we are a nation of 
grubbers. 


money 
There was no marked evidence 
of a definite opinion in any direction. 

The next question, designed to reveal 
their attitude toward religion, brought 
more clearly marked results: 

Do you feel] that organized religion is se 
far behind the times as almost to con- 
stitute a drag on society? 

The revelation here was that—as might 
be expected considering the overwhelming- 
ly feminine congregations of most churches 
today—more than twice as many men were 
in revolt against formal religion as wom- 
en. Though the total of both showed a 
few more “Yes” answers than “Noes.” it 
is nevertheless important that fully 18 per 
cent expressed no opinion one way or ane 
other. 

The next set of questions dealt with gove 
ernment and political life, and, though the 
answers clearly revealed that this group of 
youngsters had little faith in politicians 
and did not believe that the Eighteenth 
Amendment is even a “noble experiment,” 
it gave little indication that they had any 
very definite convictions along political 
lines. There was an even larger percentage 
than before with “no opinion.” 

The fina] questions touched on the probe 
Jem of the press: 

De you feel that the newspapers are 
guilty of “coloring the news,” pandering to 
the imterests, and not giving us “all the 
bews that’s fit to print’? 

The answers to this gave the most defin- 
ite reaction in the group, a result prob- 
abivy due im part to the fact that the ma- 
jority of the boys and girls were big city 
dwellers. There were 119 yeas to this 
question and only 24 willing to defend the 
press. 

There was one more group of questions 
On the paper given these students. which 


was calculated to bring a reaction of an 


entirely different sort and to reveal, if 


anything could, the so-called spirit of re- | 


voit peculiar to this younger generation. I 


am commenting on this group last, but it. 


is important to note that in reality it pre- 
cedec the seventeen questions and was an- 
swered before the students. had read them. 
This was to avoid the possibility of in- 
flueneing their free and unbiased opinion, 

Here are the questions and instructions 
as given them: 

1. This question is purely personal and 
eencerns only your own (individ- 
wal) relation to society. —

If 
dissatisfaction is so very general, 
and if modern youth is in revolt 
against the mores of the past, you 
surely will have some _ definite 
ideas on the subject without fur- 
ther consideration.

Another view shows 
groups of enormous water oaks, clusters 
of immense cedars, probably more than a 
century old, and trees of blooming crepe 
myrtle 


This little hamlet is not a deserted suburb 
of Hawkinsville, as one might think, but 
it is all that is left of a once thriving city 
where men lived and prospered. It is known 
as “Old Hartford,” one of Georgia’s for- 
gotten cities, yet a city with a history. 

The site where Hawkinsville now stands 
was a wilderness, where lived the Creek 
Indians. Many events, in history, are con- 
nected with this old city. Distance was 
often measured by the number of miles 
from Hartford. 

One of the chief distinctions claimed by 
Hartford, is the fact that when the state 
capital was moved from Louisville to 
Milledgeville, Hartford came within one 
vote of being the capital of Georgia. 


As the traveler enters this little village 
from the east he drives over what he be- 
lieves to be a plain country road, but he is 
really traveling a road distinguished in his- 
tory—the Hartford road, known in history 
as the “road that saved Georgia.” Hartford 
was in pioneer days a factor in the history 
and politics of Georgia. Many years ago it 
was one of Georgia’s frontier towns, situ- 
ated at the head of navigation on the 
Ocmulgee river, and was an _ important 
point for political and military operations. 


By an act approved December : 13, 1809. 
the site of the public buildings for the 
county of Pulaski was established on lot of 
land, number 394, in the 21st district. The 
county had already been surveyed, and 
Hartford, the county seat, was incorporated. 
The courthouse and other buildings were 
erected. The Pulaski County Academy and 
some churches were erected. A ferry was 
built to carry freight and passengers across 
the river 


At present, the citizens of the little town 
may hear at any hour of the day or night 
the sound of high-powered motor cars or 
trucks going across the .great memorial 
bridge, but in by-gone days the only sound 
that came from the river was the sound of 
the ferryman’s horn. Family horses and 
carriages and wagons, loaded high with cot- 
ton fromy the broad acres of some wealthy 
planter were constantly going across. 


The town was named for Nancy Hart, 
the revolutionary heroine, and as Hart 
county was the first county in Georgia to 
be named for a women this was, in all 
probability, the first city in Georgia to be 
named for a woman, both being named for 
the same person. 


At this time. and even before it was in- 
corporated, it was an important trading 
point for the Indians who lived across the 
river. It was the home of doctors, lawyers 
and merchants-who did a large business 
and it soon became a flourishing town 

A group of cedar trees, still standing 
marks the spot where Pulaski county's firs’ 
courthouse stood, and large water oak 
mark the site of the homes, public build- 
ings and the old hotel. There is an old 
cemetery in Hartford where the grave- 
stones bear the dates of more than a cet- 
tury ago 

An oid Georgia history gives the name oi 
Jacob Parkerson, a soldier of the revolu- 


tion, whose grave is at Hartford. His grave

When the Indians were about to join the 
British in the War of 1812, the Pulaski 
frontier was unprotected. That period was 
a time of great fear and excitement to 
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Abo vi -use standing on the exact 
site of old Hartford Tavern, stage coach 
stop between Washington, D. C., and Talla- 
hassee, Fla., is said to be a part of the 
original tavern. The window and door open- 
ing onto front porch, give the old shack

Recently an effort has been 
made to find the site of the forts. and two 
of them have been definitely located. One 
is Fort Mitchell, near Hartford, and the 
other, Fort Greene, is six miles south

Thev 
had suffered tiom the British agents, who 
had stirred up trouble for Georgia among 
the Creek Invians. They realized that the 
British wouid land troops in the Indian 
country, where the red-skins would follow 
their standard, through the heart of Geor- 
gia. Or if they decided to use Florida for 
their base the objective would be the same, 
and Hartford the pivoted point.

is worthy of mention. In December, 1814, 
General Blackshear ordered a few chosen 
men to explore the country between Hart- 
ford and the Flint river, the objeet of the 
expedition being to ascertain if there were 
any hostile Indians in that section, and to 
tind the best route between these two 
points. ihis liitle band of men, marching 
through forests, blazed the first white 
man’s trail, which still extends through 


the Pulaski county and is known as the 


Blackshear trail 

In the year 1818 General Andrew Jack- 
son, on his way south to subdue the Semi- 
nole Indians, who were massacring the 
white settlers, made Hartford his head- 
quarters. There he and his army camped 


for several .weeks under the spread 
boughs of the old water oaks. 


After leaving Hartford, General Jack- 
son's army crossed the Ocmulgee on @& spe- 
cially constructed flat and continued their 
march south over a road that is now a 
business and residence street of Hawkins- 
ville, Known as Jackson street. Enormous 
age old water oaks still stand on Jackson 
street. Records in the Congressional Library 
at Washington, giving the itinerary of 
General Jackson prove that this was the 
route of his march. A handsome granite 
boulder, that marks the route of General 
Jackson just after leaving Hartford, has 
been erected by the Hawkinsville chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 


When the land on the west side of the 


river, was acouired from the Indians, it 


Lroops, artillery ana ammunition to Hart- 
ford. All able-bodied men were organized 
into companies and regiments. No sooner 
had war been declared than the Indians 
raised the war whoop on the side of the 
English, and the militia of this section pre- 
pared to defend the border. 


Along the Hartford road was now heard 
the sound of drums, the tramp of soldiers, 
and the rumble of arti_ery wagons. The

In 1836 Hawkinsville was incorporated 
and’ named for Col. Benjamin Hawkins. 
who was a friend to the Indians, and often 
made peace between the Indians and 
whites. There has been much discussion 
as to whether or not the town was named 
for Col. Hawkins. Relatives of Col. Hawkins 
State, for a fact, that the town was named 
for him, and have had in their possession 
a Silver tea service which was presented to 
Col. Hawkins by the city of Hawkinsville

The Mysteries of Radio Robert Beaichtes 


WOULDN'T be surprised if I 
knew less about radio than any- 
one in the world, and that is no 
faint praise. There may be some 
things, like hotseshoeing and putting little 
ships in bottles, which are also closed books 
to me, but I have a feeling that if some- 
one were to be very patient and explain the 
principles to me I might be able to get the 


hang of it. But I don’t have any such feel-- 


ing about radio. A radio expert could come 
and live with me for two years, and be just 
as kind and gentle and explicit as a radio 
expert could be, and yet it would do no 
good. I simply never could understand it; 
so there is no good in teasing me to try. 
As a matter of fact, I was still wrestling 
with the principle of the telephone when 
radio came along, and was still a long way 
from having mastered it. I knew that I 
could go to a mouthpiece and say a number 
into it and get another number, but I was 
not privy to the means by which this 
miracle was accomplished. Finally, I gave 
up trying to figure it out, as the telephone 
company seemed to be getting along all 
right with it, and it was evident from the 
condition my own affairs were getting in 
that there were other things about which 
I had much better be worrying. And then 
came radio to confuse me further. 


Of course, I know all about the fact that 
if you toss a stone into a pond it will send 
out concentric circles which reach to the 
shores. Everybody pulls that one when you 
ask them how sound is transmitted through 
the air. If I have been told about tossing a 
stone in a pond once I have been told it 
five hundred times. I have even gone out 
and done it myself; but I guess that I didn’t 
have the knack, for the concentric circles 
ran for only about two feet and then dis- 
appeared. ’ 


But the stone in pond explanation is real- 
ly no explanation at all, for there you have 
at least the stone and the pond to work 
with, whereas in radio you have nothing, 
absolutely nothing. If people tell me about 
the stone in the pond once again I shall 
begin to think that it is a gag worked up 
by those who don't understand the thing 
either. They have got to be more explicit 
if they want me to understand. Perhaps, 
they don’t care. I almost think that nobody 
cares whether I am enlightened or not. Cer- 
tainly nobody seems to be putting himself 
out to help me. (I am sorry if I sound 
bitter about the thing, but I have stood it 
just about as long as I can.)

Ennis and “Grandma” to nearly evey one 
in the little cofnmunity, except those to 
whom she was “Auntie” or “Cousin Luce,” 
was evidently going to make a call, for she 
had on her good hat. Mrs. Pinney had 
bought her good hat in 1895 and she kept 
it in a hat box she had bought from the 
New Lebanon Shakers in 1888.

Fortune Tellers Who Are on Intimate 
Terms With the Spirtt World

DISCONTENTED, desperate hus- 
band, a suspicious, unproductive 
wife seven years his senior, and a 
high-spirited, wholesome-looking 
young school teacher form the cast of prin- 
cipals in the Baring posion case, one of the 
most amazing stories involving a love tri- 
angle and alleged murder plot that has ever 
appeared in this series. Clarence C. Baring, 
the man in the case, was charged with feed- 
ing his wife arsenic and disease germs over 
a long period. He was accused of deliberate- 
ly planning his wife’s death in order that 
he might inherit her large estate and marry 
his pretty school teacher. 


And what did justice do? Let us follow 
the extraordinary ‘story of its extraordi- 
nary climax. 

The wife had been Miss Sarah Griffiths, 
daughter of a well-to-do Providence, R. I. 
jeweler. Baring was her third husband. Her 
first had been the leading man of a travel- 
ing stock company. Divorced from him, she 
had. married Henry Williams, a wealthy 
furniture manufacturer of Grand Rapids, 
Mich. She divorced Williams to marry Bar- 
ing in 1913, when she was 35 and Baring 
was 28. 

Apparently it was an amicable arrange. 
ment, for Williams continued friendly with 
his former wife and his successor. 


Baring had himself married a Nyack, N. 
Y., girl in his youth, but, according to the 
girl's parents, he disappeared after only 4 
few months and never returned. His name 
at that time was Burgess. He gained legal 
permission to change it to Baring in 1912, 
when he said that he had been using the 
new name for seven years and was not 
known by any other in this state. According 
to him, his father had used the name 
Baring, too. 

He did not explain why the name had 
been changed in the first place. 

When Mrs. Williams met him, Baring was 
a publishers’ subscription agent, but she 
gave him $50,000, and with this money he 
quickly advanced himself in the business 
world. He became eastern director of the 
Minneapolis Heat Regulator Company, 
manufacturers of radiators, at a salary of 
$10,000 a vear. He had offices in the Grand 
Central Terminal building and lived very 
comfortably in Westchester. 

Exactly how and when he met Miss Mil- 
dred Beam, the third member of our cast 
of principals, never has been definitely set- 
tled. If he had known her seven years, as 
it was said, then she must Nave been 20 and 
he 32 when the romance started. She lived 
in Hartsdale, not far from the Baring 
home, a fine looking, well proportioned 
girl, with qualities of heart and mind that 
attracted Baring tremendously. He saw, 
from all accounts, a great deal of her. 

Mrs. Baring became suspicious of him 
almost from the outset. The time came 
when she had rather definite proof that 
her husband was in love with another 
woman. 

Her discoveries, however, did not culmi- 
nate in a divorce. She did not want a di- 
vorce: she wanted to stay married to Bar- 
ing, whom she adored. She decided, never- 
theless, to gather certain evidence neces- 
sary for a divorce, and in 1921 hired 
Emanuel M. Steindler, a lawyer, to handle 
the matter. Steindler had private detectives 
shadow Baring. 


It wasn't long before the attorney re- 
ported to her that the detectives had gath- 
ered more than enough evidence of infidel- 
ity to get her a divorce. 

That precipitated a series of scenes. She 
left him, he begged forgiveness, and they 
were reconciled. Nevertheless, the watch on 
him was continued. Again detectives found 
evidence of infidelity—and again there were 
scenes, separations, reconciliations. Mrs. 
Baring seemed willing to go to any ex- 
treme to avoid a divorce. Alwavs in the 
end she forgave him. 

Eventually, however, she did insist that 
she was through with him. This time they 
remained separated for more than a vear, 
not being reconciled until the summer of 
1924, when Baring promised that he would 
“never look at another woman again as 
long as he lived.” They celebrated their 
reunion by going abroad on a “second 
honeymoon.” Baring seemed the perfect 
husband, attentive, loving, even ardent, 

Upon their return they lived for a wmle 
at the Gedney Farms hotel. iater movine 
into a cottage Mrs. Baring boucht ‘in 
White Plains. 

Now—-the plot thickens. 

In November, #924, Mrs. Baring was seized 
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with an illness that puzzled not only her- 
self but her physician, Dr. Henry Vier, of 
White Plains. She confided to Dr. Vier that 
for some time she had believed that she 
was going to become a mother, for she 
seemed to have all the symptoms of ap- 
proaching motherhood. She would wake up 
in the morning, she said, and be seized with 
nausea. 


Dr. Vier informed her that she was not 
going to become a mother. He admitted he 
could not understand why she should be 
overtaken with sudden vomiting spells. 

Baring, too, seemed greativy puzzled. He 
was puzzled by the seeming inefficacy of 
large doses of arsenic. As later developed, 
he gave her enough arsenic at various 
times to kill half a dozen wives, and yet 
she continued to live. It was said that if he 


had been a bit more moderate with his 
doses, he would very shortly have been 
wearing a mourning band. 
As it happened, her stomach simply 
would not retain such heavy doses. 
Baring then tried something _ else. 
Through friendship with James May, an 


emplove in the Columbia university labora- 
tories, he obtained an introduction to the 
officials of the Willard Parker hospital in 
Manhattan. He told May and the hospita! 
authorities that he was experimenting with 
an invention for killing disease germs. He 
would appreciate it, he said, if they would 
let him have small quantities of the germs 


Irom time to time 
On November 27, 1924. using the name 
C. Barnes, he obtained vials containing 


diphtheria and typhoid germs. One month 


later. he obtained two vials of diphtheria 
bacilli. One month later, two pneumonia 
and two flu vials. On March 5, he got two 
scarlet fever vials; March 12, two pneu- 
monia vials; March 15, two typhoid; April 
8. one diphtheria and one pneumonia; 
April 15,°two more of the same: April 18, 
Good Friday, he asked for more, but the 
hospital told him they were not ready. 

Baring returned the next day, April 19, 
but the hospital refused to give him any 
more. 

Let us see why. 

Devoted as ever, it had been Baring’s 
custom late at night to give his wife stuffed 
dates, malted milk or grape juice, pre- 
paring these things himself. He fixed her 
tidbits almost every night and fed them 
to her between kisses. Mrs. Baring thank- 
ed her stars that she had brought things 
to a head about Clarence’s running around 
for see how it had worked! Never had he 
been so affectionately, so completely duti- 
ful. 

But she continued to grow sicker 

Dr. Vier treated her regulariv. In March, 
1925, he learned that Baring had sug- 
gested that she use granulated sugar—verv 
best grade obtainable—-while he used lump 
sugar in his coffee. Dr. Vier examined a 
sample of the sugar and his report brough:‘ 
Sarah Baring’s romantic house of cards 
tumbling. 

Dr. Vier informed her that the sugar was 
“loaded with arsenic.” 

Mrs. Baring’s first reaction was that it 
couldn't possibly be true, but she permitted 
a nurse to be installed in the household 


and later consented to have certain of her 
husband's loving tidbits submitted to Dr. 
Alexander O. Goettler, New York city toxi- 
cologist, for analysis. The nurse, Miss Lucy 
Hummel, was in constant attendance from 
March 22 to April 2, and again from April 
9 on. 

‘The wife finally decided on April 10 that 
Baring was actually trying to murder her. 
Dr. Goettler had found plenty of evidence. 
Mrs. Baring summoned her niece, Mrs. 
Ralph Griffiths, from Providence, instruct- 
ed the two servants, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Richardson, to watch her husband's con- 
duct In the house, and religiously avoided 
eating any of the food he prepared for her. 
She kept a secret hoard for her own con- 
Sumption, saving her husband's tidbits for 
District Attorney Arthur Rowland and Dr. 
Goettler. 

Baring, at about this time, suggested to 
his wife that she turn over her will to him. 
She put him off. It was said that her per- 
sonal estate totaled about $200,000. He also 
made arrangements to sail for Europe— 
Clarence O. Baring and wife—early in June 
Mrs. Baring did not know anything abcut 
this projected trip abroad.

9 & NHE last eligible king in Europe—Czar Boris III 
of Bulgaria, to give him his proper title—has 
been betrothed by rumor so many times within 

the last few years that the latest report, almost official 

in Rumania, of his approaching marriage with Prin- 
cess Ileana, only remaining unmarried daughter of 

Queen Marie, may be taken with a certain reservation. 

It is undoubtedly true that King Boris is seeking a 

bride, for his subjects are most anxious that the 

dynasty shall be preserved, and as Boris is now in his 
middie thirties they think that a suitable marriage 
should be arranged without delay. 

Boris has, it is true, a younger brother, Prince Cyril, 
was was recently in this country. But Prince Cyril is 
so unpopular in Bulgaria that it is doubtful if he would 
be accepted as a successor. The hope of tne couniry 
is a wife and family for the present king. 

In some respects an alliance with a Rumanian 
princess would be popular, for the religious barrier, 
which is said to have broken up a love match between 
Boris and'a daughter of the King of Italy, does not 
exist in this case. The state religions both of Bul- 
garia and Rumania are Greek Orthodox. Not that 
Boris, or for that matter, Ileana, are personally very 
particular in regard to creeds—for Queen Marie has 
always retained her membership in the Church of 
Fngland and she, with one or two of her children, not 
infrequently attends services in the English Church 
at Bucharest. 

As for Boris, he and his brother and sisters were 
#11 baptized Catholics. The heir to the Bulgarian 
throne, however, must belong to the state church, 
#0 when Boris attained the mature age of. three his 
“conversion” was publicly announced by the then 
Prime Minister and the government. The poor infant 
was snatched from his nursery, dressed in a gold-laced 
uniform, and in one of the oldest and most historic 
churches on the Danube was rebaptized into the 
Greek Orthodox faith. With commendable regard to 
the feelings of his people, King Boris often occupies 
his marble and gold throne in the imposing new 
cathedral in Sofia, as he did in the old cathedral of 
Sveti Kral, destroyed in 1925 by communist dynamite. 

Aside from their insistence that their King must 
@dhere to the Orthodox faith, the Bulgarians are re- 
gmarkably free from any religious prejudice. Their 


tolerance of foreign and even non-Christian religions 
is astonishing to visitors, who behold the slender 
Gothic spires and golden crosses of Catholic churches 
almost side by side with the bulbous domes and triple 
crosses of the state church. American Methodist and 
Baptist missionaries build their simple meeting houses 
and make their converts unmolested, and there -is 
hardly a town in Bulgaria without its sprawling 
mosque, for hundreds of thousands of King Boris’s 
subjects are Mahometans, descendants of the Turks, 
who for 500 years ruled the whole Balkan peninsula. 
Even the Jews in Bulgaria have never been persecuted. 

The one barrier between King Boris and Princess 
Ileana is the sordid question of money. Bulgaria, 
which was made to pay an enormous war indemnity— 
and paid it too, without complaint—is too poor to 
afford her King more’than a very modest living. The 
palace in Sofia is small and unpretentious, though 
surrounded by a fine garden, and in the middle of 
the residence section of the capital a large kitchen 
garden to supply the royal table, speaks eloquently of 
the thrift which the King is obliged to practice. Prin- 
cess Ileana has no very large dot, so her. contribution 
to the méenage would be inconsiderable. 

The Bulgarians have always hoped that the King 
would marry a wealthy princess who would not only 
contribute liberally to charities, but would assist in 
other ways to bring the country up to western Euro- 
pean standards of prosperity. For this reason they 
were delighted, a year ago, when a report was spread 
that Boris was preparing to visit the United States. 
Both publicly and privately the King had declared that 
he had no intention of marrying for money, but his 
subjects, like Tennyson's northern farmer, thought 
there was no harm in his “going where pruppity is.” 

A short fifteen years ago the bare suggestion that 
any girl not of roval blood might aspire to a throne 
would have been dismissed as preposterous. But since 
the war the Duke of York, heir presumptive to the 
most exalted throne in the world, has married a “com- 
moner,’ and even if the former Lady Elizabeth Bowes 
Lyon never lives to be queen herself, it is probable that 
her daughter will be the second Queen Elizabeth of 
England. 

Two American girls have married into the royal 
famihes of Sweden and Denmark, and have been re- 
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ceived not as morganatic wives, but as princesses. The 
American, Mrs. Leeds, became the wife of a brother 
of the King of Greece, and her son married a Russian 
grand duchess. So there is nothing really revolu- 
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tm ry in the idea of an American girl becoming

desirable. The girl must be of a good family, it was 
agreed, and she must be rich, as Boris, for a king, is 
poor. Aside from his salary, which is hardly more 
than that of our own President, he has nothing at all, 

Leaving out the question of money, the girl who 
gets Boris of Bulgaria for a husband will do herself 
very well indeed, for a more eligible young man would 
be hard to find in any country in the world. Young, 
good looking, perfectly healthy. clean living, intelligent, 
cultured and possessed of charming manners, Boris 
has more to make him attractive than his rank. He 
is a natural linguist, speaking flawlessly English, 
French, German, Italian, Russiaf~and half a dozen 
Slav languages besides his own mellifluous Bulgarian, 
He rides well, drives a racing car like a professional, 
plays tennis, shoots, fishes, botanizes and takes a keen 
interest in the development of his country estates, the 
gardens of which are famous for their rare and exotic 
flowers. 

Boris himself, although he has spent practically all 
his life in his native land, looks and speaks like a true 
cosmopolitan. He is not, as is generally assumed, of 
German origin, although his father, ex-King Ferdie- 
nand, the Old Fox of the Balkans, is a Coburg prince, 
Boris’s materna! grandmother was Princess Clemene- 
tine, daughter of Louis Phillipe of France, and his 
mother was an Italian princess of Bourbon Parma. 
This makes him far more Latin than German, and 
Latin he is by sympathy, although he likes England 
and has a warm predeliction for Americans. 

Boris is a cosmopolitan by experience also, for in his 
thirty-five years of life he has had adveniures enough 
to qualify him for a hero of Graustark or Ruritania, 
Thus the girl who marries him need never fear bore- 
dom. Boris will never look out of the window on a 
rainy morning and remark, for want of something 
better: “This weather reminds me of the day I opened 
the lying-in hospital in Phihppopolis.’ He will be 
much more likely to remember some thrilling event of 
the Balkan wars. or one of the trequent occasions 
when a Bolshevik tried to potshot him in Macedonia. 
For this young man has lived through three wars, an 
army insurrection, a red uprising and several narrow 
escapes from assassination. In al. of these adventures 
he has borne himself quite hke a king of the Oppen- 
heim or Anthony Hope type 


Boris’s adventures began in the first Balkan.War in 
1912. King Ferdinand sent his eighteen-year-old son 
to the front, and although a prince heritor is never 
allowed in a post of real danger, Boris managed to 
see a good deal of the war, in which Bulgaria took first 
honors. The next year came the second Balkan War, 
an anti-climax for Ferdinand, who made the mistake 
of precipitating it. The real cause of the war was the 
action of the great powers which wrested the victory 
away from the small countries actually engaged, and 
gave their prize, Macedonia, back to Turkey. However, 
Bulgaria struck the first blow and, having Serbia, 
Greece, Rumania and the nowere ceatnet her, she was 
badly beaten. 

Then came the World War, and axvain Ferdinand 
made a fatal mistake. He swept his country into the 
melee on the side of the central powers. Whatever 
Prince Boris thought of his father’s action, he fought 
through three terrible years with the Bulgarian army, 
and that wag an experience that must have robbed 
him of any boyhood he may have retained. Germany's 
treatment of her small allies will one dav be written, 
and the story will not be a pleasant one. Suffice here 
to say that Bulgaria was used as a source of food and 
other supplies for the German and Austrian military 
forces. In less than three years the country was swept 
bare of food, clothing, medical supplies, cattle and 
everything else which could be used for war material. 

What the Bulgarian army ate, what the men fought 
with, how their hospitals were equipped, -is a tale of 
almost exactly nothing. Civilians 
thousands, while the fightin 
cholera, 


starved and died by 
men died like filles from 
smallpox, dysentery, influenza, nevlected 
wounds and lack of food. Still -they fought on, and 
Prince Boris stayed with them, sharing their hardship: 
and their rags, devoting great energy to organizing and 
operating fleld hospitals and giving all his income to 
buy dressings and anesthetics. He was twenty-three 
vears Old when he was summoned back to the capital 
to undertake an adventure more dangerous to him 
personally than any he had encountered in war. 

The Bulgarians had not willingly entered the war on 
the German side because, while they were always ready 
to fight their hereditary enemies, the Serbs. this war

whether high blood pressure in a woman 
can be fairly ascribed to her age and sex. 
A man of the same age is as likely to have 


high blood pressure. Moreover, there is no 
evidence that a rise of blood pressure oc- 
curs in cases of artificial menopause. 


Now. I have no wish to suggest anything 
radical or sensational, and in fact I advise 
anybody who may decide to follow my sug- 
gestion to take it easy. There's no hurry.
